In every ills* ussiou of co-oporatlon, 
which now is U[»on every mind, It will 
ta- well for us to k**ep In mind cvriatu 
fncts w hich ought to ta? self evident. 
Let us outline nome of those facts. 
The market will not take what is in­ 
ferior or what Is not demanded. 
Co­ 
operation in-gitis naturally by working 
together with the natural lawn as wa 
have fouuil them out. 
fine soil will 
not raise some cro p s well. There will 
In* no use of trying, therefore, to pro­ 
duce on such soil a crop, even though 
it t»e demanded, 
fir, again, without 
spraying certain crops roach not their 
fliest worth; without certain fertiliser* 
^certain cruise attain small result; with 
' out selection certain cows will not 


J yield In fats or quantity the milk 
which is want***!. 
The knowledge we 
have to day of plant growth, animal 
hr«-oding and soil conditions offers a 
chance of what we might call natural 
cooperation. 
The public wants certain things. 
It 
does not want. |*erhnps, what Is raised 
There w ill be no use In trying to make 
tho public take what it doe* not want. 
Co-sq* ration must have to do w ith the 
taste of the consumer 
A Jewish com­ 
munity (hies not want pork nor the 
common American the wherewithal of 
sauerkraut. 
A butter district does not 
want Holstein cattle unless enormous 
producer* nor the milk supply dis­ 
tricts Guernsey* ami Jerseys unless 
they, too, art* large producers. 
Economically we cannot get away 
flout the law of supply and demand. 
We may by some means get the 
’’bulge" of the law, but we shall never 
get far away from It. Like tile moon s 
path on tile aun’* ecliptic, we shall find 
.iii prices, high or low, coming back to 
the great curve. 
To load the market 
with milk or hay or eggs wheu it is 
glutted is hopeless work. 
No bolster­ 
ing can hold up a price on a load***! 
market. 
Co-opcratlou must be with 
the economic condition. 
Witeu any man comes forward to 
speak or to think of co-operation with 
tho consumer or with his neighbor 
producer lie should ls*ar in mind these 
simple postulate*. 
Great discourage­ 
ment has come In much co-operative 
endeavor by violation of, as far as we 
know, inviolable laws of nature, trade 
and economics. 
The man who is ready for co opera 
Hon is he who has cooperated with 
his soil for its best production, with 
the knowledge of plant culture and 
animal selection for H eir most boun- 
tiful results, with his m arket for its 
approval of his high grade and wanted 
product nnd with the great natural 
aud perhaps worldwide demand for 
some stuple or continually necessary 
thing. 
Co-operation will be brought about 
successfully by no legislature or usso 
elation, which is artificial co-operation, 
unless the one seeking it has the cre­ 
dential* and the good* on him of natu­ 
ral co-operuUon.

Prime fat ribs cannot lie produced by 
alternate grass and grain 
They must 
be pushed to lay on fat from the start 
to the finish.
